Added To Force 


Ottawa.—In addition to 500 new 
‘uniformed men being added to the 
| Royal Canadian Mounted Police, that 
force has been expanded by 1,500 spe- 
cial officers since the beginning of 
the war, Acting Justice Minister Car- 
din states. 


The force itself was being increased 
from 2,450 to 2,950. The special offi- 
cers were being used in railway guard 
duties and elsewhere. . 

These did not include a company of 
R.C.M.P. just recruited which is 
training at Regina for overseas and 
which will join the force on its return.

BASIN LISTING FOR 
MOISTURE CONSERVATION 


Basin listing, a tillage practice de- 
signed to conserve run-off water in 
the soil, has been introduced on the 
Canadian prairies within the past 
few years. The value of this prac- 
tice, especially as it affects crop 
yields, has been investigated by sev- 
eral Dominion Experimental Farms. 
Insofar as experimental work con- 
ducted over a period of three years 
would indicate, basin listing hag had 
no definitely beneficial effect on crop 
yields in the drier 1egions of the Prat- 
rie Prcvinces. 


“asin listing, or damning listing, is 
a cultural operation whereby narrow 
depressions or “basins’’ are formed on 
the surface of the soil to serve as 
small reservoirs for water which 
would otherwise be lost as_ run-off, 
states Wm. Dickson, Field Husband- 
ry Division, Dominion Experimental 
Farms Service. This is usually af- 
fected by forming small dams of earth 
at intervals of eight or ten feet along 
a listed furrow, the furrows being 
about three or four feet apart. Spe- 
cially designed listers, equipped with 
a tripping device to form the dams, 
are available for this work. The 
value claimed for basin listing is that 
it wiil conserve soil moisture and pre- 
vent erosion by heavy run-off. 


“During the past three years ex- 
periments on basin listing have been 
conducted under a wide range of soil 
conditions by the Dominion Experi- 
mentel Farms at Brandon, Man., In- 
dian Head, Sask., Swift Current, 
Sask., Scott, Sask., and Lethbridge, 
Alta. These experiments consisted 
of comparing soil moisture and crop 
yields on continuous listed and un- 
listed fields. On the average in any 
one year or over the three-year per- 
iod, no conclusive beneficial effect of 
basin listing has been observed. On 
some individual fields yield increases 


, have resulted on basin listed land but 


on other fields the reverse has been 
true. Sufficient experimental work 
has not yet been done to determine 
the conditions, if any, under which 
basin listing is likely to prove uni- 
formly beneficial. Further work to 
this end is in progress. . 

It should be pointed out that basin 
listing does tend to check loss of wa- 
ter by run-off. In view of this fact 
no definite reason can be advanced 
for the failure of this practice ‘to 
prove more generally beneficial, It

would seem, however, that the deep- 
ly ridged surface of listed land pro- 
motes increased evaporation of soil 
moisture and that the loose, deep 
tilth results in unsatisfactory condi- 
tions for germination and growth, 

One disadvantage of basin listing 
and of listing in general, is that it 
adds to the. labor of seed bed prepara- 
tion, since extra tillage operations 
may be required for levelling the 
ridges. This disadvantage may be 
offset in certain districts, however, 
by the control of soil drifting which 
may be effected by basin listing. 

From the foregoing it would seem 
that basin listing cannot be generally 
recommended as a method of soil 
moisture conservation, The particu- 
lar conditions under. which it may 
prove beneficial have not yet been 
clearly detined. 


SOWING SEEDS OF BIENNIALS 


Biennials are plants that flower the 
year following the sowing of the seed 
and then die. July and August are 
the best months to sow the seed. A 
cold frame or open bed can be used, 
or, if there. is only a small amount 
of seed of a variety, pots or flats are 
convenient. A suitable compost is 
made up of loam, leaf mould and 
sand, In the open ground the sur- 
face soil. should be well broken up 
and made fine as for other seeds, If 
a place which is shaded from the hot- 

, test sun can be found, it is best, but 
| if none is available then’ some arti- 
ficial shade should be provided. The 
seed should be sown in drills “about 
‘six inches apart and about one-half 
inch deep. The seed should be sown 
very thinly and the weeds should be 
destroyed as soon as seen. The young 
plants should be transplanted into 
cold frames or prepared beds as soon 
as they are large enough to handle. 
If the seedlings have room to develop 
in the, seed bed they need not be 
transplanted, although it is better to 
do it. A dull showery day should be 
chosen for this work, if possible, and 
the plants should be shaded for a few 
days. Some of the best known bien- 
nials are Canterbury Bells. The 
young plants should be kept in a cold 
frame over winter in districts where 
the climate is severe. They flower in 
June. There are several varieties, 
some of which have single flowers; 
others are double.. The cup and sau- 
cer forms are described by the name. 
The seed can be obtained in pink, 
mauve, white or in mixture. 


Sweet William with its flat clus- 
ters of bright colored flowers is well 
known. The young plants can be 
planted in the beds in autumn and 
will generally survive the winter. 
The seeds can be obtained in separate 
colors or in mixture, 


Siberian Walifiower (Cheiranthus 
Allionii) has orange colored blossoms 
which are very showy in June or lat- 
er, according to the size of the plant. 
They self sow and the plants may 
spring up in unexpected places 

Bedding Violas and Pansies shouid 
be sown at this time. At Ottawa 
these plants are wintered in cold 
frames. They require rich soil for 
best results, and some old manure 
should be mixed with the soil when 
filling the cold frame in which they 
are to grow. . 

Hollyhocks have tall spikes of 
showy flowers. If the seed is sown 
mow the plants -should be large 
enough to put out in September. 
After the ground is frozen some 
brush or cornstalks should be laid 
over them to protect them from the 
alternate freezing and thawing which 
is so harmful to plants.

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tw CANADA 
POISON IV¥ 

This is the season for Poison Ivy, 
which may grow as a low scrubby 
patch in fence corners, or as a climb- 
er like the Virginia Creeper. It. 
grows in wet or dry ground, in shady 
or exposed places and in any soil from 
pure sand to rocky ground. Usually 
found in woods or fields, it may grow 
in cities. It is a hardy plant. 

The leaves of poison ivy, alternate- 
ly borne on the stem, are compound, 
consisting of three similar leafiets as 
in the strawberry. Hence the legend: 
“Leaves three, let it be.” The leaves 
are firm, smooth and glossy; the mar- 
gins may be entire or coarse-notched. 
In early summer clusters of small, 
whitish flowers arise from the axils 
of the leaves; these are succeeded by 
round, duli white berries the size of 
field pea. The berries, fleshy at first, 
are later dry and firm. No other 
plant has the same trifoliate leaves 
and white fruits. The Virginia 
Creeper, which is not poisonous, has 
clusters of blue fruits on’ ted stalks 
and its leaves are in fives. 

The poisonous principle of poison 
ivy is a volatile oil which is present 
in all parts of the plant, root, stem; 
leaf, flower, fruit and even in the de- 
tached hairs. Bruising of any part 
of the plant liberates the oil and if 
any of it comes in contact with the 
body there is a resulting dermatitis 
or inflammation of the skin. Children 
are more susceptible than adults. 

Eradication of plant by grubbing 
out, by herbicides such as a ten per 
cent solution of tha cheap sod. chlor- 
ide (common salt), one pound to a 
gallon of water. This quantity will 
suffice for 200 square yards. The 
first application should be made 
about the first of June and the next 
about nid-July when the foliage be- 
gins to re-appear, The plant spreads 
by seed and not by creeping. If one 
suspects that the oil has reached the 
skin, the perts should be washed in 
taundry soap and warm water, or, 
better, in a 5 per cent solution of 
chloride of iron in equal parts of wa- 
ter and glycerine. These will neut- 
ralize the poison. Desensitization 
treatments are advisable ‘for those 
peculiarly sensitive.
